COUNCIL  OF  RINGWOOD  AND  FORDINGBRIDGE 

I  submit  for  your  information  and  consideration  my  nineteenth 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your  District. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  : 

The  Rural  District  of  Ringwood  and  Fordingbridge  comprises  a 
strip  of  country  approximately  8  miles  wide  forming  the  south  west 
boundary  of  the  County  of  Hampshire.  The  District  extends  from  the 
borders  of  Wiltshire  in  the  north  to  the  boundary  of  the  Borough  of 
Christchurch  in  the  south,  a  distance  of  some  16  miles.  The  area  covered 
is  approximately  140  square  miles.  The  River  Avon  traverses  the  District 
from  north  to  south  running  through  a  fertile  valley  where  dairy  farming 
is  the  main  industry. 

The  District  contains  16  parishes  and  has  a  population  which  furs 
increased  by  over  50  %  in  the  past  20  years  almost  entirely  by  immigration. 

Farming  is  the  staple  occupation  but  there  is  a  major  aircraft 
factory,  an  important  foundry  and  a  wide  selection  of  light  industry. 

Gravel  excavation  continues  to  sterilise  vast  tracts  of  the  country¬ 
side.

LUNG  CANCER: 

21  deaths  occurred  from  lung  cancer,  the  largest  annual  total 
recorded  since  1960  when  there  was  a  record  23.  6  of  the  deaths  were 

people  under  the  age  of  65  and  one  was  under  45. 

The  national  death  rate  from  lung  cancer  continues  to  rise  by  about 
1,000  a  year,  and  this  year  reached  26,399.  This  is  25%  of  all  cancer 
aeaths  and  by  far  the  largest  single  cause  of  death  from  cancer.  Other 
cancers  tend  to  have  a  static  or  even  a  falling  death  rate  but  this  cancer 
which  smokers  inflict  upon  themselves,  is  now  three  times  as  prevalent 
as  it  was  only  20  years  ago.  It  cannot  now  be  said  that  people  are  not 

aware  of  the  risks  of  smoking  and  yet  there  is  little  evidence  of  anv 

decrease  in  the  smoking  habit.  Surely  sense  must  eventually  prevail  and 
future  generations  may  yet  be  astounded  at  the  folly  of  this. 

FLUORIDATION  OF  WATER  SUPPLIES  : 

In  August,  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  a  circular  to  local 
authorities  in  which  they  were  urged  to  make  arrangements  for  the 
fluoridation  of  water  supplies.  Among  other  things  it  said  “In  the 

Minister  s  view  fluoridation  is  now  an  established  and  well  proven  measure, 
which  confers  benefits  to  dental  (and,  in  consequence,  general)  health 

greatly  exceeding  the  cost  of  introducing  it.  He  is  convinced  that  it  is 
completely  safe.” 

In  a  further  statement  in  November  the  Minister  again  urged  local 
authorities  to  take  action,  and  detailed  the  reasons  why  he  felt  that 

doubts  about  fluoridation  were  “  both  unfounded  and  misguided  ”. 

As  a  result  of  these  circulars,  this  Council  held  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Health  Committee  to  consider  the  matter  in  early  January  1966,  and 

!  at  the  Council  Meeting  on  the  27th  January'  the  following  resolution 
1  was  passed  : — 

“  That,  inasmuch  as  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  is  a  violation 
of  the  fundamental  right  of  every  individual  to  decide  for  himself  what 
shall  or  shall  not  go  into  his  body,  and  the  bodies  of  his  children,  this 
Council  refuses  to  violate  that  right  and,  consequently,  rejects  fluoridation 
as  constituting  coercive  mass  medication  of  the  public.”

2.  HOSPITALS  :

Chest  Physicians  hold  joint  appointments  and  specialist 
health  visitors  are  provided  by  the  County  Council.  Cases  south  of  Ford¬ 
ingbridge  come  under  the  Chest  Physician  at  Christchurch,  Dr.  Stuart 
Robertson,  and  those  in  the  northern  part  of  the  area  under  Dr.  J.  S. 
Harper,  Chest  Physician  at  Salisbury'.

5.  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICES: 

School  medical  inspections  are  carried  out  periodically  by  Assistant 
County  Medical  Officers  and  Health  Visitors. 

Special  clinics  are  held  at  the  County  Council  Health  Centre,  Christ¬ 
church,  and  at  the  County  Council  Dental  Clinic  in  Ringwood. 
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6.  SMALLPOX  VACCINATION  : 

Treatment  is  principally  carried  out  by  family  doctors  but  is  also 
available  at  Child  Welfare  Centres.  Records  for  children  up  to  the  age  of 
16  are  maintained  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer.  Treatment  is  free,  but  family  doctors  normally 
charge  for  certificates  of  vaccination. 

254  primary  vaccinations  and  15  re-vaccinations  of  children  under 
16  were  reported. 

7.  IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA, 

WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS  : 

The  scheme  is  administered  locally  and  the  records  maintained  by 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  behalf  of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 
Treatment  is  carried  out  by  family  doctors  and,  at  Child  Welfare  Centres 
and  schools,  by  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers. 

The  number  of  primary  immunisations  was  well  maintained,  and 
there  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  refresher  doses.

WATER  SUPPLIES: 


The  District  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  mains  of  the  West 
Hampshire  Water  Company  whose  principal  works  are  in  the  Borough 
of  Christchurch,  where  the  supply  is  taken  from  the  River  Avon.  In  1957 
the  Company  developed  an  additional  source  from  deep  boreholes  in 
the  chalk  at  Hale  Park  and  this  now  supplies  most  of  this  District.  The 
borehole  water  is  subjected  to  marginal  chlorination  and  is  treated  to 
remove  excess  dissolved  carbon  dioxide  and  iron. 

Raw  and  treated  waters  from  the  Hale  bores  arc  examined  twice  a 
week  at  the  Company’s  own  water  testing  laboratory  which  is  in  charge 
of  a  qualified  chemist  and  bacteriologist.  In  addition,  periodic  samples 
are  sent  to  an  outside  laboratory. 

During  the  year  38  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  sources  of 
supply  other  than  the  mains;  22  of  these  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.

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This  sample  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  has  a  reaction  on 
the  alkaline  side  of  neutrality  and  is  free  from  metals  apart  from  a 
negligible  trace  of  iron.  The  water  is  hard  in  character  but  its  hardness 
and  its  content  of  mineral  and  saline  constituents  in  solution  are  not 
considered  excessive.  It  conforms  to  the  highest  standard  of  organic 
quality  and  bacterial  purity. 

These  are  satisfactory  results,  indicating  a  pure  and  wholesome 
water  suitable  for  public  supply  purposes. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  : 

_  Work  on  the  extensions  to  the  Ringwood  sewers,  and  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  for  Ringwood,  was  completed 
during  the  year. 

The  first  stage  of  the  sewering  and  draining  of  St.  Leonards  and  St. 
Ives  commenced  in  May  and  is  making  good  progress.  This  is  to  be 
followed  by  further  works  connecting  Stage  1  to  the  Wimborne  and 
Cranborne  R.D.C.  Disposal  Works,  together  with  additional  sewers  west 
of  Wooisbridge  Road.  This  in  turn  will  be  followed  by  the  final  stage 
completing  the  remaining  areas. 

At  the  time  of  writing  the  Bransgore  and  Thorney  Hill  contract  has 
commenced  and  is  due  for  completion  in  1968.  Burley  is  due  to  start 
in  1969. 

Plans  are  being  prepared  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Fordingbridge 
works  and  for  the  sewering  of  the  Sandleheath  area. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES: 

Milk  production  in  the  area  is  supervised  by  officials  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  Retail  Distribution  is  super* 
vised  by  officers  of  this  Council. 

There  is  no  pasteurising  plant  within  the  District.

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SAMPLING  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  : 

The  County  Council  is  the  sampling  authority  and  the  following 
report  on  sampling  within  this  District  has  been  kindly  supplied  by  Mr. 

I.  S.  Preston,  Chief  Sampling  Officer  : 

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1966,  189  samples  were  taken 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  within  the  area  of  the  Rmgwrood 
and  Fordingbridge  Rural  District  Council. 


1.  Milk  Samples — 

164  milk  samples,  including  24  of  Channel  Islands,  were  obtained 
and,  on  this  occasion,  no  complaints  were  necessary  with  regard  to  added 
water  or  other  adulterants.  Fourteen  of  the  samples  were,  however, 
unsatisfactory  on  account  of  fat  deficiencies  but  all  these  affected  individual 
chums  included  in  larger  consignments  of  milk  intended  for  delivery  to 
wholesale  dairies,  the  average  fat  content  of  the  whole  milk  included  in 
each  consignment  being  satisfactory.  Consequently,  no  question  of  offences 
under  the  Act  w^as  involved;  neither  was  there  any  prejudice  to  individual 
purchasers  as  the  milk  included  in  each  consignment  was  being  mixed 
together  on  arrival  at  the  receiving  dairy. 


2.  Miscellaneous  Samples- 

25  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  wrere  procured  and  all  were 
free  from  adverse  complaint. 


3.  General — 

In  addition  to  the  sampling  of  articles  subject  to  the  Act,  attention 
was  given  to  the  descriptions  applied  to  food  and  drugs,  particularly  with 
regard  to  the  requirements  of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order  and  the 
Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act.  Apart  from  a  case  involving  the  alleged 
misdescription  of  fish,  no  significant  discrepancies  wrere  found. 

The  case  relating  to  the  fish  resulted  in  a  street  stallholder  being 
prosecuted  for  selling  what  was  identified  as  cod  under  the  description 
“Haddock”.  He  was  fined  £15  and  ordered  to  pay  costs  amounting  to 
£12  12s.  Od. 


FOOD  AND  FOOD  PREMISES  : 

The  systematic  survey  of  food  premises  continues;  10  were  inspected 
for  the  first  time  and  65  reinspections  were  made.  The  general  standard  of 
such  premises  is  satisfactory. 
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HOUSING  : 


60  Council  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  but  the  waiting 
list  shows  a  substantial  increase.  It  is  planned  to  build  103  Council 
houses  in  1966. 


Private  construction  declined. 

The  survey  of  unfit  houses  continued;  119  houses  were  inspected, 
2  unfit  dwellings  were  demolished  and  50  were  made  fit  as  the  result  of 
informal  action.

THORNEY  HILL  REHABILITATION  CENTRE  : 

The  valuable  work  at  this  Centre  continued,  and  three  families  made 
such  good  progress  that  it  was  possible  to  transfer  them  to  Council  houses. 
Two  families  already  in  Council  houses  and  managing  badly  were  accepted 
into  the  Centre  for  training. 


PROBLEM  FAMILIES  MEETINGS: 

Three  further  meetings  of  officials,  voluntary  workers  and  Coun¬ 
cillors  concerned  with,  or  interested  in,  certain  families  were  held  under 
my  Chairmanship.  These  meetings  are,  in  effect,  informal  discussion  groups 
with  members  combining  to  complete  the  picture  and  expose  different 
aspects  of  each  problem.  The  meetings  continue  to  serve  a  useful  purpose 
in  collating  information  from  many  different  sources. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  :  SECTION  47  : 

No  action  was  required  under  this  Section. 

HURN  AIRPORT  : 

The  hard  run-way  at  Southampton  was  completed  during  the  year 
with  the  result  that  some  of  the  passenger  services  from  Hurn  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Southampton  from  1st  October,  and  most  of  the  remainder  by 
April  1966.  In  spite  of  this  the  passenger  traffic  at  Hurn  actually  increased 
during  1965. 

The  Airport  remains  in  use  for  flight  testing,  flying  training  and 
air  traffic  control  instruction.  The  Air  Traffic  Control  School  is  installed  in 
a  new  building  .Few  diversions  now  reach  the  Airport  and  indeed  the 
Airport  is  not  suitable  for  some  of  the  very  large  aircraft  now  in  service. 

Dr.  J.  Cauchi  and  myself  remain  on  call  for  emergency  port  medical 
duties  including  the  medical  inspection  of  aliens  and  commonwealth 
immigrants. 
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PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS  : 

The  only  public  swimming  bath  in  the  District  is  the  open  air  pool 
at  Ringwood  which  is  run  by  the  Parish  Council  and  which  was  fully 
described  in  the  1959  report.  The  water  is  drawn  from  the  mains  and  is 
continuously  circulated,  filtered  and  chlorinated. 

20  samples  from  the  pool  were  subjected  to  laboratory  examination 
with  satisfactory  results  on  each  occasion. 


GENERAL  REMARKS 

The  health  of  the  District  was  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  increased  by  470  to  29,320. 

Deaths  exceeded  births  by  15  and  the  birth  rate  again  fell. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  area. 

The  number  of  deaths  rose  substantially,  but  53%  of  all  deaths 
were  inhabtiants  aged  75  or  over. 

Continued  progress  was  made  with  slum  clearance. 

The  sewers  and  disposal  works  at  Ringwood  have  been  completed 
and  good  progress  is  being  made  at  St.  Leonards.  The  work  at  Bransgore 
has  now  commenced. 

In  conclusion,  I  wash  again  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Council  for  their  kindness  and  consideration,  my  colleagues  in  other 
departments  for  their  advice  and  assistance,  and  in  particular  Mr.  Upstone 
and  his  Staff  for  their  pleasant  co-operation.

HOUSING  : 


SLUM  CLEARANCE: 


The  survey  of  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  proceeded;  a  total 
of  119  houses  was  inspected  and  reports  made  to  the  Housing  Com¬ 
mittee  in  respect  of  18  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  not  capable 
of  being  made  fit  at  reasonable  expense.  2  unfit  dwellings  were  demolished 
and  50  unfit  dwellings  made  fit  as  a  result  of  informal  action.  This  com¬ 
pletes  the  second  5-year  period  of  the  Slum  Clearance  Campaign, 
during  which  1,204  dwellings  have  been  inspected  in  detail. 

A  Circular  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  in  February  requesting  local  authorities  to  give  a  final 
estimate  of  the  total  number  of  houses  considered  to  be  unfit  for  human 
habitation  by  the  standard  now  applied,  and  a  figure  of  85  dwellings  was 
returned.  In  1955,  at  the  commencement  of  the  Campaign,  it  was 
estimated  that  400  dwellings  would  require  to  be  dealt  with,  over  a  period 
of  15  years.

Four  hundred  and  seventy-nine  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 
RENT  ACT,  1957  : 

Two  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received; 
Certificates  were  issued  and  works  were  put  in  hand. 

Sixteen  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

RENT  ACT,  1965  : 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  the  8th  December.  It  introduces  a  new 
type  of  control  by  regulated  tenancies,  provides  protection  against 
harassment  and  eviction  of  tenants  and  occupiers,  and  gives  special 
protection  to  agricultural  workers  in  “  tied  cottages  Rent  Officers  have 
been  appointed  to  adjudicate  on  disputes  between  landlords  and  tenants 
and  Rent  Assessment  Committees  set  up,  to  whom  disputes  may  be 
referred.  The  Act  is  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

IMPROVEMENTS  AND  CONVERSIONS  ; 

In  January  the  Council  decided  that,  although  the  Government  had 
not  pressed  for  reductions  in  capital  expenditure,  with  the  Bank  Rate 
standing  at  7 /0  the  making  of  Discretionary  Grants  should  be  suspended 
until  the  financial  situation  improved.  An  exception  was  made  in  the 
case  of  the  Mary  Elizabeth  Dacombe  Homes  of  Rest,  Winkton,  a  registered 
charity,  to  provide  bathrooms  and  hot  water  systems  to  these  four  dwell¬ 
ings;  the  total  amount  of  Grant  approved  was  £920. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  Discretionary'  Grant  scheme  in  1951, 
226  applications  have  been  approved  for  279  units  of  accommodation’, 
including  the  conversion  of  7  stabling  blocks  into  8  units  and  one  house 
which  was  converted  into  four  flats  for  aged  persons.  The  Council  agreed 
that  the  practice  of  making  an  administrative  charge  of  £2  2s.  Od.  for 
each  application  for  Grant  together  with  a  further  £8  8s.  Od.  after 
acceptance  of  the  offer  of  Grant,  be  discontinued. 

69  preliminary  enquiries  were  received  in  respect  of  Standard 
Grants;  51  applications  were  approved,  the  total  possible  maximum  Grant 
involved  being  £9,761.  In  one  case  the  Council  agreed  that  rent  in  excess 
of  the  limit  imposed  by  Section  20  of  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  should  be 
charged.  284  Standard  Grants  have  been  approved  since  the  introduction 
of  the  scheme  in  June  1959. 

At  the  31st  December  1965  the  total  amount  paid  in  Discretionary 
Grants,  allowing  for  Grants  withdrawn  or  repaid,  amounted  to  £76,504, 
the  total  amount  approved  by  the  Council  being  £82,987.  The  total  amount 
paid  in  respect  of  Standard  Grants,  allowing  for  Grants  withdrawn  or 
repaid,  amounted  to  £22,474,  and  the  total  amount  approved  £42,590. 

Fifty-nine  visits  and  inspections  were  made  in  respect  of 
Discretionary  Grants  and  two  hundred  and  sixty-five  in  respect  of  Standard 
Grants.

Applications  for  site  licences  were  refused  in  13  instances 
where  Planning  permission  had  been  refused  or  Enforcement  Notices 
served. 


Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  two  cases.  In  one,  where  the 
caravan  occupier  had  planning  permission  but  no  site  licence,  they  were 
successfully  concluded  and  the  occupier  was  fined;  in  the  other,  the  land- 
owner  secured  an  Eviction  Order  against  the  occupier  of  the  caravan, 
which  was  removed  from  the  site,  and  proceedings  were  dropped. 

Under  paragraphs  4  and  5  of  the  First  Schedule  to  the  Act  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  is  empowered  to  issue 
Certificates  of  Exemption  to  certain  organisations  where  he  is  satisfied 
that  their  objects  include  the  encouragement  or  promotion  of  recreational 
activities,  e.g.  The  Caravan  Club,  The  Boy  Scouts  and  Girl  Guides’ 
Associations,  the  Motor  Caravanners  Club,  etc.;  sites  used  by  these 
organisations  for  caravanning  are  not  required  to  be  licensed  by  the 
local  authority.  There  is  one  exempted  site  in  the  district  with  60  caravans, 
run  by  the  Caravan  Club,  and  six  other  sites  certificated  by  these  organ¬ 
isations,  where  the  number  of  caravans  stationed  on  the  site  are  limited  to 
not  more  than  five  at  any  one  time. 

A  tender  of  £45,305  was  accepted  for  laying  out  the  Council’s 
Caravan  Site  at  North  Poulner  Road,  Ringwood;  there  will  be  98  stand¬ 
ings  with  individual  stores  and  water  closets,  a  shop,  toilet  and  laundry 
block,  communal  television  aerial  and  a  resident  Warden.  Work  com¬ 
menced  in  May  and  the  site  will  be  ready  for  occupation  in  1966.  It  is 
intended  to  cater  for  caravans  at  present  on  sites  subject  to  Enforcement 
Notices  or  with  temporary  Planning  permission  only. 

Five  families  are  accommodated  at  The  Gravel  Pit,  Godshill,  a  site 
leased  by  the  Council  and  reserved  for  the  use  of  gypsies,  travellers  and 
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the  like;  the  sanitary  accommodation  installed  in  1963  suffered  at  the 
hands  of  vandals,  but  it  was  not  possible,  in  spite  of  Police  enquiries,  to 
trace  the  culprits. 

The  Forestry  Commission  camping  and  caravan  site  at  Holmsley 
Airfield,  designed  to  cater  for  200  caravans  and  100  tents,  with  a  maximum 
population  of  750  persons,  was  constantly  full,  and  many  people  were 
turned  away;  the  Planning  Authority  agreed  that  no  objections  would 
be  raised  to  an  increase  in  the  population  figure  to  a  possible  maximum  of 
2,000,  subject  to  this  Council’s  agreement,  and  negotiations  are  in  progress 
regarding  sanitary  accommodation  and  sewage  disposal,  etc. 

Five  hundred  and  twenty-seven  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936,  SECTION  269  : 

One  licence  was  issued  for  a  moveable  dwelling  to  which  the  Building 
Byelaws  were  not  applicable,  and  another  for  the  retention  of  four  holiday 
chalets;  Planning  permission  was  obtained  in  each  case.  No  applications 
were  received  for  the  use  of  sites  for  camping.  There  are  three  licensed 
camping  sites  in  the  district,  with  a  total  of  130  tents;  sites  cannot  be 
controlled  under  this  section  if  used  for  less  than  42  consecutive  days  or 
less  than  60  days  in  any  one  year. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-one  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 


GYPSY  CAMPS  : 

One  family  from  the  County  Council’s  Rehabilitation  Centre  at 
Thorneyhill  was  housed  by  the  Council  at  Bransgore;  two  families  from 
Brick  Lane,  Thorneyhill,  were  accepted  into  the  Centre  for  training,  in 
exchange  for  two  families  who  were  housed  from  there  at  Brick  Lane. 
There  are  now  no  gypsy  families  residing  permanently  at  The  Compound, 
Thorneyhill.  It  was  agreed  that  in  view  of  the  excellent  results  being 
obtained  at  the  Centre  and  the  Planning  difficulties  encountered,  the 
question  of  building  houses  on  isolated  sites  for  problem  families  should 
be  left  in  abeyance  for  twelve  months. 

Meetings  were  held  with  the  County  Welfare  Department  regarding 
the  four  gypsy  families  at  Millersford  Bottom,  Woodgreen,  a  site  ow'ned 
by  a  relative  of  one  of  the  residents  but  without  water,  electricity  or 
sanitation,- and  which  was  the  subject  of  a  petition  from  local  residents. 
The  County  Council  indicated  that  they  would  accommodate  these  families 
eventually  at  the  Thorneyhill  Centre,  but  they  could  not  provide  a  similar 
Centre  at  Woodgreen;  the  gypsy  families,  however,  refuse  to  leave  the 
environs  of  Woodgreen,  and  the  problem  of  rehabilitation  and  eventual 
housing  remains  unsolved. 

Since  1949  the  Council  has  housed  a  total  of  61  families  of  gypsies 
or  with  gypsy  backgrounds. 


Thirty-five  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 
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CLEAN  AIR  ACT  : 

No  Statutory  action  was  taken  under  this  Act. 

Thirteen  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

LITTER  ACT  : 

Informal  action  was  taken  following  a  complaint  regarding  wood 
waste  from  a  factory7  being  blown  into  adjoining  streets  and  gardens,  and 
the  nuisance  was  abated. 

Thirty  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

WATER  SUPPLIES  : 

38  samples  of  water  were  collected  for  bacteriological  examination. 
One  Notice  under  Section  138  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  (as 
amended  by  Section  30  of  the  Water  Act,  1945),  requiring  the  provision  of 
a  wholesome  supply  of  water  in  pipes  within  the  house,  was  served  on  the 
owner/occupier  of  a  property  at  Bransgore;  one  outstanding  Notice 
relating  to  a  property  at  Harbridge  was  complied  with.  Informal  action 
was  taken  regarding  three  cottages  at  Holmsley  Station,  where  supplies 
were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory;  these  properties  will  revert  to  the 
Forestry  Commission,  who  have  confirmed  that  a  mains  supply  will  be 
provided. 

Eighty-three  visits  and  inspections  were  made  (excluding  those  fol¬ 
lowing  complaints). 

SWIMMING  POOL  ; 

20  samples  wpere  collected  from  the  public  Swimming  Pool  at 
Ringwood  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Fifteen  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS  : 

Ten  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  : 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958,  six 
licences  were  issued  to  slaughtermen.  Licensees  are  permitted  to  slaughter 
horses,  asses  and  mules  within  this  local  authority’s  district  only,  and  swine, 
cattle,  sheep  and  goats  in  any  district. 

One  knacker's  yard  licence  was  renewed. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  : 

Eight  complaints  were  investigated  with  a  view'  to  prosecution  under 
Section  2  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  After  careful  consideration  of 
the  following  two  the  Council  decided  not  to  institute  proceedings  : — 
Foreign  matter  (proved  to  be  brown  dough)  in  white  loaf,  and 
A  coconut  containing  mould, 

but  to  institute  proceedings  in  respect  of  the  other  six  cases,  namely 
Loaf  with  spent  matchstick  baked  in  crust; 

Pork  luncheon  meat  (Danish)  containing  mould; 

Loaf  containing  length  of  fibrecord; 

Loaf  containing  cigarette  end; 

Individual  apricot  pie  containing  earwig;  and 
Jar  of  mincemeat  containing  metal  bolt. 

Five  of  these  prosecutions  were  successful  and  resulted  in  fines;  the 
other  is  pending.

This  Act  makes  provision  for  the  safety,  health  and  welfare  of 
persons  employed  in  such  premises;  it  applies  to  all  premises  other 
than  family  businesses  employing  only  the  husband,  wife,  parent, 
grandparent,  son,  daughter,  grandchild,  brother  or  sister  of  the  owner,  or 
premises  where  the  hours  worked  by  an  employee  do  not  normally  exceed 
a  total  of  21  per  week.  236  premises  have  been  registered.  1  non-fatal 
accident  was  reported.  Ill  Notices  were  served,  11  of  which  were  complied 
with.

This  Act  came  into  force  on  the  1st  April,  and  requires  scrap 
metal  dealers  to  be  registered  with  the  local  authority  in  whose  area  they 
carry  on  business.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  : 

The  Council  exercised  their  powers  under  Section  50  of  this  Act  to 
effect  the  disposal  of  the  body  of  a  woman  where  her  husband  was 
financially  unable  to  make  the  necessary  funeral  arrangements.  The  cost 
was  later  recovered  from  the  deceased’s  estate. 


AGRICULTURAL  (HEALTH  AND  WELFARE)  ACT: 

This  Act  provides  for  securing  the  safety,  health  and  welfare  of 
persons  employed  in  agriculture  and  certain  other  occupations. 

No  Statutory  action  was  taken. 
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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949  :

The  Workable  Area  Committee  meets  annually  for  the  discussion  of 
rodent  control  problems  and  pests  generally.  The  area  covered  by  the 
Committee  consists  of  the  Districts  of  Bournemouth  County  Borough, 
Christchurch  Borough,  Lymington  Borough,  New  Forest  Rural  District  and 
Ringwood  and  Fordingbridge  Rural  District. 


ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963  : 

This  Act  prohibits  the  keeping  of  boarding  establishments  for 
cats  or  dogs  except  under  licence  granted  by  a  local  authority,  to  which 
conditions  are  attached  and  for  which  a  fee  not  exceeding  10s.  Od.  per 
annum  may  be  charged.  17  licences  were  issued.

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951  : 

2  licences  were  issued.

REMOVAL  OF  VEHICLES  (ENGLAND  AND  WALES) 
REGULATIONS,  1961  : 

Under  these  Regulations  the  Council  are  empowered  to  secure  the 
removal  of  any  vehicle  which  appears  to  have  been  abandoned  from  any 
road  but  not  from  privately  owned  land.  Any  vehicle  removed  by  the 
Council  may  be  sold  or  scrapped  if  the  owner  cannot  be  traced  or,  if 
known,  fails  to  remove  it.  The  cost  incurred  by  the  Council  in  removing  and 
disposing  of  a  vehicle  may  be  recovered  from  any  known  owner.  4 
vehicles  were  found  abandoned  in  the  district  and  action  taken  to  secure 
their  removal.  A  total  of  12  vehicles  has  now  been  dealt  with  under  these 
Regulations,  at  a  cost  to  this  Council  of  £8  15s.  Od.,  of  which  the  sum  of 
£1  Os.  Od.  has  been  recovered. 
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A  Circular  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  drawing  attention  to  the  need  for  satisfactory  means  of  dis¬ 
posal  of  the  growing  number  of  cars  going  out  of  use  year  by  year,  and  the 
Council  agreed  that  any  vehicles  abandoned  on  private  land  be  disposed 

of  as  refuse,  with  the  land-owner’s  consent,  the  cost  to  be  recoverable  if 
possible. 

Four  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1960  : 

Following  complaints  regarding  noise  caused  by  the  braying  of  a 
donkey  and  barking  of  dogs,  numerous  unsuccessful  visits  were  made  by 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  the  Council  agreed  that  in  such  cases  the 
complainants  be  advised  to  follow  the  procedure  laid  down  by  the  Act, 
where  any  three  or  more  persons,  being  occupiers  of  land  or  premises  and 
aggrieved  by  a  noise  nuisance,  may  themselves  make  a  complaint  to  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace.

SEWERAGE  : 

RINGWOOD  : 

During  the  year  142  premises  were  connected  to  the  sewer,  making 
a  total  at  December  31st  of  1,901,  including  518  Council  houses. 

Works  on  the  first  contract,  the  extensions  to  the  sewered  area  and 
building  of  pumping  stations,  for  which  a  tender  of  £246,074  was  accepted, 
and  which  were  commenced  in  July  1963,  were  completed  apart  from 

some  minor  reinstatement  works,  and  the  new  lengths  of  sewer  were  taken 
over. 
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Works  on  the  second  contract,  the  construction  of  the  sewage 
disposal  works,  costing  £178,012,  and  commenced  in  March  1964,  were 
practically  completed,  and  brought  into  use  on  the  6th  October;  from 
then  until  the  end  of  the  year  these  works  dealt  with  31,057,000  gallons  of 
sewage,  the  highest  recorded  daily  flow  being  1,167,000  gallons  on  the  19th 
December,  the  lowest  203,000  gallons  on  the  4th  November.  The  total 
rainfall  recorded  in  Ringwood  for  1965  was  34.80",  of  which  almost  one 
third,  11.18",  fell  after  the  new  works  were  in  use. 

Two  lengths  of  sewer,  one  serving  22  dwellings  in  Wanstead 
Close,  off  Seymour  Road,  and  the  other  serving  10  dwellings  in  Woodford 
Close,  off  Rastfield  Lane,  satisfactorily  completed  by  the  developers,  were 
taken  over  as  public  sewers. 

FORDINGBRIDGE  : 

During  the  year  16  premises  were  connected  to  the  sewer,  making  a 
total  at  December  31st  of  744,  including  202  Council  houses. 

Bearing  in  mind  the  additional  sewage  flows  to  be  produced  by  the 
imminent  development  in  the  town  and  the  proposed  sewering  of  Sandle- 
heath,  the  Council  agreed  that  a  scheme  prepared  by  the  Consulting 
Engineers  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Disposal  Works,  including  additional 
sludge  beds  and  humus  tanks  and  repairs  and  enlargements  to  existing 
settlement  tanks  and  other  units,  be  carried  out,  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
£20,000. 

During  the  year  38,864,000  gallons  of  sewage  was  dealt  with  by  these 
works,  the  estimated  actual  inflow,  after  making  allowance  for  re¬ 
circulation,  bemg  35.214,000.  The  highest  daily  recorded  flow  was  200,000 
gallons  on  the  2nd  August,  when  over  1"  of  rainfall  was  recorded,  and 
the  lowest  daily  recorded  flow  68,000,  in  October. 

The  Council  agreed  the  Consulting  Engineer’s  proposals  for  the 
sewering  of  the  whole  of  the  Sandleheath  area,  at  a  cost  of  £36,500.  This 
scheme  will  not  interfere  with  the  approved  programme  for  sewering  the 
other  parts  of  the  district. 

BURTON  AND  WINKTON  : 

During  the  year  65  premises  were  connected  to  the  sewer,  making 
a  total  at  December  31st  of  405,  including  163  Council  houses. 

A  length  of  sewer  serving  16  dwellings  at  Whitehayes  Close,  Burton, 
satisfactorily  completed  by  the  developer,  was  taken  over  by  the  Council 
as  a  public  sewer. 

BRANSGORE  AND  THOR N E YHILL  : 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  approved  the 
Council's  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  Bransgore  and  Thorneyhill  with 
Neacroft,  at  an  approximate  cost  of  £350,000  including  a  payment  of 
£90,000  to  the  Christchurch  Borough  Council,  whose  Disposal  Works  at 
Stony  Lane  will  receive  the  sewage  from  this  area,  and  tenders  were 
invited.  It  is  estimated  that  works  will  commence  in  April  1966  and  be 
completed  early  in  1968. 
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The  Council  connected  a  private  sewer  serving  forty  dwellings  at 
Bransgore,  draining  to  a  cesspool,  to  the  R.A.F.  sewage  disposal  Works 
at  Betsy  Lane,  by  arrangement  with  the  Ministry  of  Defence;  it  was 
resolved  that  part  of  the  connecting  sewer  be  taken  over  and  vested  in 
the  Council  as  a  public  sewer.  It  has  already  been  agreed  that  the  6" 
sewer  serving  the  R.A.F.  Married  Quarters  shall  be  incorporated  in  the 
Council  s  scheme  and  taken  over  on  completion,  without  payment  by 
either  side,  subject  to  conditions. 

BURLEY  : 

The  detailed  scheme  of  the  Consulting  Engineers  for  the  sewering 
of  Burley,  with  disposal  to  the  Ringwood  Works,  estimated  to  cost  £275,882, 
was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  who 
were  of  the  opinion  that  the  proposed  scheme  should  be  deferred  as  it  did 
not  appear  to  be  urgently  necessary  in  the  interests  of  industry,  housing 
or  public  health,  although  the  proposals  generally  were  acceptable.  The 
scheme  is  now  programmed  to  commence  in  September  1969,  with  com¬ 
pletion  in  March  1971. 

ST.  LEONARDS  AND  ST.  IVES  : 

A  tender  of  £128,680  was  accepted  for  the  works  comprised  in 
Stage  I  of  the  Council’s  scheme,  being  soil  sewers  in  certain  unmade 
roads  which  are  to  be  made  up  by  the  County  Council  on  completion  of 
the  works  and  the  expiration  of  a  twelve  months’  maintenance  period, 
and  the  installation  of  all  trunk  surface  water  sewers  and  outfalls;  works 
commenced  in  May  and  will  be  completed  in  the  Autumn  of  1966. 

The  Council  agreed  that  additional  sewers  to  the  west  of  Wools- 
bridge  Road  should  be  laid  and  works  to  connect  Stage  I  to  the  Disposal 
Works  being  constructed  on  the  south-west  side  of  the  Moors  River  by  the 
Wimborne  and  Cranborne  Rural  District  Council  carried  out,  at  an  esti¬ 
mated  cost  of  £163,000,  as  a  separate  contract  prior  to  Stage  II,  which 
will  cover  the  remaining  soil  sewers  and  pumping  stations. 

EXHAUSTING  OF  CESSPOOLS  AND  SEPTIC  TANKS: 

The  new  scheme  whereby  the  Council  bears  half  the  cost  of  ex¬ 
hausting  cesspools  and  septic  tanks,  irrespective  of  frequency,  of  dwelling 
houses  and  business  premises  where  sewers  are  not  available,  commenced 
on  April  1st.  Occupiers  of  1,621  premises  took  advantage  of  this  service 
during  the  period  April  to  December,  involving  3,030  emptyings,  at  a 
cost  to  the  Council  of  £4,328. 

REPLACEMENT  OF  EARTH  CLOSETS  BY  WATER  CLOSETS  : 

No  applications  for  Grant  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
Section  47  were  received  during  the  year. 

WATER  RESOURCES  ACT  : 

This  Act  came  into  effect  daring  the  year  and  after  the  30th  June  it 
was  not  permitted  to  discharge  into  underground  strata  any  sewage 
effluent  or  other  polluting  matter  without  the  consent  of  the  relevant  River 
Authority.  The  Avon  and  Dorset  River  Authority,  under  whose  jurisdiction 
most  of  the  district  falls,  state  that  permission  will  not  be  required  in 
respect  of  effluent  from  septic  tanks  and  sealed  cesspits,  but  the  Hamp¬ 
shire  River  Authority,  whose  area  of  administration  is  limited  to  Burley, 
require  their  consent  to  be  sought  for  all  discharges  other  than  surface  or 
sub-surface  water. 
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SURFACE  WATER  DRAINAGE  : 

BRANSGORE  AND  THORNEYHILL  : 


Owing  to  difficulties  regarding  easements  from  landowners,  no 
progress  was  made  with  the  advance  scheme,  the  estimated  cost  of  which 
is  £11,350,  the  County  Council  contribution  being  £7,750.  It  was  agreed 
that,  having  regard  to  the  Council’s  proposals  for  sewering  this  area,  the 
County  Council  should  be  urged  to  agree  to  the  implementation  of  the  full 
surface  water  drainage  scheme. 

RINGWOOD  : 

The  work  of  reconstruction  of  seven  surface  water  drainage  man¬ 
holes  between  the  Market  Place  and  Coxstone  Lane,  for  which  a  tender 
of  £877  10s.  Od.  was  accepted,  was  completed  in  April.  The  County  Council 
as  Highway  Authority  will  make  a  contribution  of  44%  of  the  cost. 

ST.  LEONARDS  AND  ST.  IVES  : 

The  works  comprised  in  Stage  I  of  the  joint  sewerage  and  surface 
water  drainage  scheme,  being  the  installation  of  trunk  sewers  and  outfalls, 
for  which  a  tender  of  £74,088  was  accepted,  commenced  in  May  and  will 
be  completed  by  the  Autumn  of  1966.  The  remaining  works  will  be  dealt 
with  by  the  County  Council  in  conjunction  with  the  making  up  of  roads, 
the  cost  falling  upon  the  frontagers. 

Ditches  conveying  surface  water  to  the  Moors  River  were  cleansed 
for  a  total  length  of  3,407  yards,  at  a  cost  of  £537  18s.  0d. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  : 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  : 


The  Council  agreed  that,  as  from  the  first  week  of  January  1966, 
the  Parish  of  Ringwood  and  the  Lighting  Area  of  the  Parish  of  Fording- 
bridge  should  continue  to  receive  a  weekly  collection  and  the  remaining 
Parishes  in  the  District  should  commence  to  receive  a  fortnightly  collection 
of  all  household  refuse.  A  50  cubic  yard  “  Pakamatic  ”  freighter  was 
purchased  at  a  cost  of  £4,955  and  came  into  use  at  the  end  of  December. 
An  order  was  placed  for  a  further  50  cubic  yard  “  Pakamatic  ”  freighter 
for  delivery  in  April  1966,  as  a  replacement  for  a  15/18  cubic  yard 
freighter  in  service  since  1955,  and  to  make  provision  for  the  normal 
increase  in  the  bulk  of  refuse  collected  and  additional  capacity  for  the 
improved  service. 

The  refuse  collection  vehicles  covered  a  total  mileage  of  40,972 
during  the  year,  compared  with  40,720  in  1964  and  34,594  in  1963.

CAR  PARKS : 

In  view  of  the  serious  traffic  congestion  in  Ringwood  during  the 
summer  months,  the  County  Council  was  urged  to  make  extra  land  at  The 
Furlong  available  for  an  extension  to  the  existing  park,  which  provides 
accommodation  for  226  cars,  13  lorries  or  coaches  and  20  bicycles.  A 
suggestion  that  a  charge  should  be  made  for  the  use  of  the  park  was  not 
agreed  by  the  Council.  Surface  dressing  was  carried  out  here  at  a  cost  of 
£238  Os.  Od.  The  Parish  Council  was  unwilling  to  sell  part  of  the  War 
Memorial  Gardens  for  the  formation  of  a  park  for  motorists  using  the 
new  Library  at  Greyfriars.  A  meeting  of  interested  bodies  was  held  to 
consider  unilateral  parking,  one-way  traffic  and  the  possible  purchase  of 
The  Bickerley  for  preservation  as  an  open  space  and  car  park,  the  findings 
being  referred  to  the  County  Council. 

Following  works  to  extend  the  park  at  Roundhill,  Fordingbridge,  in 
1964,  accommodation  now  exists  there  for  165  cars  and  2  Wilts,  and  Dorset 
'Bus  Company  coaches,  together  with  reserved  areas  for  motor-cycles  and 
bicycles. 
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SALVAGE : 

The  salvage  scheme  was  maintained  and  sales  produced  £865  15s. 
lid.  against  £721  13s.  Od.  in  1964  and  £613  6s.  Od.  in  1963;  a  further 
£320  Os.  Od.  was  received  from  tradesmen  for  special  collections  of  card¬ 
board  cartons,  wrapping  paper,  etc.  It  is  estimated  that  the  salvage  col¬ 
lection  scheme  cost  approximately  £1,060  Os.  Od.  during  the  year,  including 
the  sum  of  £53  17s.  Od.  paid  to  the  workmen  under  the  incentive  bonus 
scheme.

PUBLIC  OFFICES  : 

The  solid  fuel  boilers  supplying  hot  water  for  central  and  domestic 
heating  systems  were  replaced  by  gas  fired  boilers  at  a  cost  of  £758  12s.  Od.

It  was  agreed  that  unbreakable  wash-hand  basins  be  installed  in 
the  conveniences  at  Ringwood  Market  Place,  and  that  the  Police  should  be 
asked  to  keep  these  premises  under  observation  so  far  as  possible  to  guard 
against  vandalism;  complaints  were  received  regarding  offensive  markings 
on  the  doors  ot  the  conveniences  at  Fordingbridge,  but  no  satisfactory 
solution  to  this  ever-present  problem  can  be  found. 
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STREET  NAMING  AND  NUMBERING  : 

Four  new  roads  were  numbered;  an  existing  cul-de-sac  and  thirteen 
new  roads  throughout  the  district  were  named,  and  two  were  re-named.

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Contraventions  : — 

Contraventions  of  Building  Byelaws .  52

The  Minister  of  Public  Building  and  Works  agreed  to  the  relaxation 
of  Byelaw  98(5),  relating  to  lighting  and  ventilation  of  water  closets,  for 
four  dwellings,  and  Byelaw  70,  relating  to  space  at  the  rear  of  buildings, 
for  three  dwellings. 

A  prosecution  regarding  failure  to  comply  with  a  Notice  issued 
under  Section  39  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  requiring  satisfactory 
drainage  to  existing  premises,  was  successful.  Decisions  to  take  proceedings 
for  offences  against  the  Byelaws  in  two  other  cases  were  rescinded  when 
the  necessary  works  were  carried  out. 

An  appeal  was  made  to  the  Magistrates’  Court  against  the  Council’s 
refusal  to  approve  plans  for  a  septic  tank  or  sealed  cesspool  which  was 
to  be  sited  less  than  50  ft.  from  a  dwelling;  after  inspecting  trial  holes  the 
Magistrates’  findings  were  that  a  cesspool  could  be  installed,  25  ft.  from 
the  dwelling. 

NEW  STREET  BYELAWS  : 

9  plans  were  received  and  eleven  inspections  made  in  connection 
with  works  of  laying  out  new'  streets. 

PRIVATE  STREET  WORKS  : 

Hatchett  Close,  Hale,  wras  made  up  and  taken  over  by  the  County 
1  Council  as  a  highway  maintainable  at  the  public  expense.  St.  George’s 
Road,  Albion  Road  and  Jubilee  Road,  Fordingbridge,  were  made  up  and 
will  be  taken  over  at  the  expiration  of  the  maintenance  period,  Highfield 
Road,  Highfield  Drive,  Highfield  Avenue  and  Middleton  Road,  Ringwood, 
and  Lions  Lane,  Braeside  Road,  Woolsbridge  Road,  Laurel  Lane  and  part 
!  of  Sandy  Lane,  St.  Leonards,  will  be  taken  over  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  maintenance  period  following  sewer  laying  operations. 


BUILDING  REGULATIONS  ; 

These  Regulations  wull  apply  from  the  1st  February  1966  and 
contain  many  new  provisions  relating  to  air  spaces,  plumbing,  drainage, 
structural  fire  protection,  stairways  and  balustrades,  etc.,  and  are  aimed  at 
a  national  standard  of  uniformity  in  place  of  the  existing  Building  Byelaws. 

The  Minister  of  Public  Building  and  Works  was  advised  that  the 
i  Council  wished  to  propose  local  variations  from  the  Regulations  to 
operate  in  the  District  in  relation  to  buildings  with  thatched  roofs  and 
the  preservation  of  zones  of  open-space,  to  include  open-space  over  land 
part  of  the  New  Forest  or  of  a  common  or  waste  land  of  a  Manor,  but 
the  Minister  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  conditions  described  prevailed 
elsewhere  in  the  country  so  that  there  was  no  justification  for  local 
i  variations. 
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DIVERSION  OF  FOOTPATHS  : 

No  objection  was  raised  to  the  County  Council’s  proposals  for  the 
diversion  of  a  footpath  at  Sopley  and  a  public  bridleway  at  Hurn;  after 
representations  from  the  Parish  Council  of  St.  Leonards  and  St.  Ives, 
negotiations  were  opened  to  have  a  right  of  way  extending  from  Sandy 
Lane,  St.  Ives,  to  the  Horton  Road,  Ashley,  designated  as  a  public  footpath. 

The  Wimborne  and  Cranborne  Rural  District  Council  and  the 
Martin  Parish  Council  sought  this  Council’s  assistance  in  a  dispute 
regarding  the  obstruction  of  certain  rights  of  way  at  Bokerley  Down, 
Martin. 


TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  PLANNING  : 

Development  applications  are  received  by  my  Department,  which 
also  deals  with  the  work  of  maintaining  the  Planning  Register  and  Plan¬ 
ning  Index  Maps. 

903  Planning  applications  were  received,  and  eight  hundred  and 
fifty-one  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

The  Reviewed  Ringwood  Town  Map  was  placed  on  deposit  for 
public  inspection;  the  principal  amendments  relate  to  land  at  Crow  Lane, 
originally  designated  for  railway  purposes  and  now  zoned  for  industrial 
purposes,  and  land  between  the  former  Gas  Works  and  No.  164,  Christ¬ 
church  Road,  originally  Green  Belt,  now  also  zoned  for  industrial  purposes. 
The  Planning  Authority  agreed  that  two  sites,  one  adjoining  the  Gorley 
Road,  Poulner,  and  the  other  at  Round  Hill,  Poulner,  although  zoned 
for  residential  development,  should  be  designated  as  Open  Spaces. 

A  meeting  was  held  with  Planning  Officers  to  discuss  the  proposed 
re-development  of  Ringwood  Town  Centre  in  general  and  a  layout  for 
“  The  Crown  Inn  ”  and  surrounding  properties  in  particular;  a  new 
version  of  the  Town  Centre  Map  will  be  prepared  as  soon  as  agreement 
is  reached  with  the  County  Surveyor  regarding  the  road  layout,  and  it  was 
agreed  that  pending  the  issue  of  this  version  the  “  Crown  Inn  ”  layout 
should  be  refused. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Public  Health  and  General  Purposes  Com¬ 
mittee  was  held  to  discuss  in  greater  detail  the  Fordingbridge  Township 
Plan,  which  is  still  in  Draft  form  only,  and  recommendations  were  for¬ 
warded  to  the  County  Council. 


TRUNK  ROAD  A.  31  : 

Revised  plans  for  the  Ashley  Treening  Diversion  were  received  from 
the  County  Surveyor  showing  the  new  boundary  for  the  improvement  of 
Hurn  Road  junction.  The  Council  agreed  to  provide  housing  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  up  to  seven  families  displaced  by  the  Diversion,  for  which  an 
Exchequer  subsidy  would  be  payable. 

ROAD  ACCIDENTS  : 

A  comprehensive  report  on  road  accidents  was  received  from  the 
Chief  Constable  of  Hampshire  and  the  Isle  of  Wight  each  quarter,  showing 
a  total  of  245  injury  accidents  in  this  Rural  District  for  the  year,  and  giving 
a  break-down  of  causes,  vehicles,  and  fatal  or  non-fatal  casualties  in 
separate  classes  of  road  users. 
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AVON  AND  DORSET  RIVER  AUTHORITY  : 

The  application  by  the  River  Authority  for  Planning  consent  for 
proposed  works  to  the  Rivers  Stour  and  Leaden  Stour,  to  which  the 
Council  had  lodged  an  objection  on  the  grounds  that  such  works  would 
destroy  the  amenities  of  the  area,  was  refused;  the  Authority  appealed 
against  the  decision  and  the  Council  decided  that  they  should  be  rep¬ 
resented  at  the  Inquiry  to  be  held  in  1966, 

DANGEROUS  BUILDINGS  : 

No  statutory  action  was  taken  in  respect  of  dangerous  buildings. 

Four  visits  and  inspections  were  made, 

HOUSING  SITES  : 

The  whole  of  the  development  at  Burton  Park,  Burton,  which  was 
carried  out  in  two  stages,  and  comprises  forty-three  3-bedroomed  houses, 
seventeen  2-bedroomed  houses,  ten  2-bedroomed  bungalows  and  a  block  of 
six  1-bedroomed  flats  for  aged  persons,  together  with  forty  garages  and  a 
communal  T.V.  aerial  system,  was  completed  in  September.  Outline  Plan¬ 
ning  approval  was  obtained  for  the  erection  of  sixteen  dwellings  and 
thirty  garages  as  an  extension  of  the  existing  estate  at  Sandy  Plot,  Burton, 
and  for  the  erection  of  ten  dwellings  and  ten  garages  on  the  pre-fabricated 
bungalow  site  at  Derritt  Lane,  Bransgore,  for  inclusion  in  the  1966  pro¬ 
gramme;  additional  land  was  purchased  at  Warnes  Lane,  Burley,  outline 
Planning  approval  obtained  and  a  revised  layout  agreed  by  the  Council 
showing  twenty-five  dwellings  and  twenty-one  garages,  also  to  be  included 
in  the  1966  programme.  Negotiations  were  commenced  to  purchase  a  site 
at  Ringwood  Road,  Bransgore,  and  outline  Planning  permission  obtained 
for  the  erection  of  a  block  of  four  aged  persons’  flats. 

In  Ringwood  the  twenty-eight  3-bedroomed  houses  on  land  adjoin¬ 
ing  1  opla r  Way  and  the  two  3-bedroomed  houses  with  fifteen  garages  on 
land  adjoining  Winston  Way  were  completed  in  April;  work  on  the 
Spittlefields  Estate,  consisting  of  thirty-five  2-bedroomed  houses,  thirty- 
six  3-bedroomed  houses  and  two  4-bedroomed  houses,  together  with  one 
hundred  and  twelve  garages  and  twelve  houses  which  are  to  be  sold  to 
selected  Council  tenants  or  applicants  on  the  Housing  Waiting  List,  for 
which  a  tender  of  £220,148  was  accepted,  commenced  in  March.  It  has 
already  been  agreed  that  the  two  pre-fabricated  bungalow  sites  in  Eastfield 
Lane  and  Manor  Road  shall  be  re-developed  by  the  erection  of  four  and 
eight  dwellings  respectively,  the  present  tenants  being  re-boused  at  Spittle- 
fields.  Negotiations  were  opened  to  purchase,  subject  to  Planning  per¬ 
mission  being  obtained,  land  south  of  Wessex  Estate  and  adjoining  the 
Poulner  Lane  Diversion,  for  which  a  tentative  layout  showing  twenty- 
three  dwellings  has  been  approved  in  principle,  depending  upon  the  final 
route  of  the  Diversion.  The  Council  considered  the  purchase  of  three 
parcels  of  land  offered  to  them,  and  agreed  to  negotiate  for  one  at  East- 
field  Lane  adjoining  the  Poplar  Way  Estate,  which  had  Planning  permission 
for  the  erection  of  twelve  dwellings. 

The  extension  of  the  existing  estate  at  Lower  Bartons,  Fording- 
bridge,  for  which  a  tender  of  £36,766  was  accepted,  consisting  of  eight 
2-bedroomed  houses  and  six  3-bedroomed  houses,  w'ith  nine  garages,  was 
commenced  in  February;  outline  Planning  approval  was  obtained  for 
the  erection  of  sixteen  2-bedroomed  houses,  twenty-eight  3-bedroomed 
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houses,  four  2-bedroomed  bungalows  and  four  1-bedroomed  flats,  together 
with  fifty-two  garages,  on  a  further  two  acres  adjoining  the  existing  estate 
at  Penny’s  Lane  and  on  the  site  of  the  thirteen  pre-fabricated  bungalows, 
which  are  to  be  demolished,  for  inclusion  in  the  1966  programme. 

The  development  at  The  Cross,  Woodgreen,  being  four  3-bedroomed 
houses  and  four  1-bedroomed  flats  for  aged  persons,  together  with  six 
garages,  was  completed  in  September.  It  was  agreed  that  it  was  desirable  to 
erect  a  further  four  dwellings  in  Rockboume,  six  in  Damerham  and  four 
in  Breamore,  and  meetings  were  held  with  the  Area  Planning  Officer  and 
landowners  in  an  endeavour  to  agree  suitable  sites. 

Forty-four  visits  and  inspections  were  made.

314  dwellings  and  35  garages  were  painted  externally,  at  a  total  cost 
of  £6,601  10s.  0d.;  tenders  were  invited  for  the  internal  re-decoration  of 
76  dwellings  occupied  by  aged  or  infirm  tenants.  The  existing  arrangements 
for  supplying  distemper  and  Ceilingite  for  tenants  to  carry  out  their  own 
interior  decorations  were  continued.  The  Council  agreed  that  a  circular 
letter  should  be  sent  to  all  tenants  urging  them  to  carry  out  all  minor 
repairs,  in  view  of  the  increased  costs  and  the  Council’s  reluctance  to 
increase  rents  on  account  of  this. 

A  tender  of  £1,887  was  accepted  for  roof  insulation  and  lagging 
works  for  the  prevention  of  frost  damage  to  a  further  217  dwellings;  523 
dwellings  have  now  been  protected,  leaving  178  remaining  to  be  done.  A 
tender  of  £2,360  was  accepted  for  electrical  installations  to  105  dwellings, 
designed  to  bring  these  up  to  the  minimum  standard  of  one  13  amp.  point 
in  each  room  and  a  cooker  control  panel  in  the  kitchen;  the  practice  of 
checking  and  improving  such  installations  upon  changes  of  tenancy  was 
continued.  Some  504  dwellings  are  still  below  this  minimum  standard.  A 
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further  28  immersion  heaters  were  installed  at  tenants’  requests,  bringing 
the  total  installed  under  the  scheme  to  589,  a  charge  of  6d.  per  week 
being  made  to  the  tenant. 

A  tender  of  £2,350  was  accepted  for  road  works  at  Westbury  Close, 
Bransgore,  to  bring  this  road  up  to  the  standard  required  by  the  County 
Council  before  it  could  be  taken  over  as  a  highway  maintainable  at  the 
public  expense;  Jubilee  Close,  Fordingbridge,  was  made  up  by  the  County 
Council  at  this  Council’s  expense,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £1,271.  Minor 
works  were  carried  out  to  Warnes  Lane,  Burley,  Wessex  Estate,  Ring- 
i  wood  and  Glenives  Close  and  End  Lane,  St.  Ives,  at  a  total  cost  of  £780. 

Members  of  the  Housing  Committee  carried  out  a  comprehensive 
inspection  of  housing  estates  during  July.
